26.— The correspond- 
rut of 1he Daily Telegraph at St. Pe­ 
tersburg, in a dispatch dated at 6:45 
p. rn. Dee. 25, says: 
‘‘At an early hour this morning the 
casualties at Moscow were estimated 
at 5,000 killed and 
14,000 wounded, 
with tho fighting still proceeding. 
"Tho 
inhabitants of Moscow 
have 
been forbidden to leave their dwell­ 
ings after 7 o ’clock in the evening. 
“ It is impossible to move about tho 
city in consequence of the frequency 
of stray bullets. 
Many innocent per­ 
sons have been accidentally killed. 
“ A scarcity of provisions is th re a t­ 
ened.” 
T he same 
correspondent at 10:38 
p. in. says: 
“ Your Moscow correspondent’s tole 
g ram s have not been accepted because 
all private m essages were refused ibis 
afternoon. 
“ It is learned, however, that ra n 
non firing is now proceeding in various 
parts of tho city whore tonight, very 
n e a r the railroad 
stations, the b arri­ 
cades erected by th e revolutionaries 
are boing desperately defended. 
“The Kursk term in u s at Moscow is 
being pillaged and many wagons laden 
with provisions are being looted. 
“ The emperor is engaged daily in 
reviewing at T sa rsk oe Solo the regi­ 
m ents of tin- St. Petersburg district 
The spirit of the 
troops is decidedly 
loyal. 
“ From 
fra g m e n ta ry 
accounts 
re- 
coived from Moscow, I gather that the 
civil war has b rought no decisive ac­ 
tion, 
but only 
a thickening 
of the 
blood cloud, an intensifying of the hor­ 
rors and an increase of the prevailing 
bitterness. 
“The driving force behind both the 
troops and the rebels la no longer th at 
of enthusiasm or of any 
human im­ 
pulse. 
It is th e force of superhum an 
hate, and hence 
the deeds reported 
are 1105 the acts of patriots, soldiers or 
otherwise, but tho enormities of m a d ­ 
men. 


Rebels Disp lay Foolhardy Courage. 


“ Ii is impossible to understand how 
any emotion, even of the extremes of 
despair or hate, can impart such fool­ 
hardy courage as some of the rebels 
display. 
“ For every barricade destroyed S un­ 
day, two 
or th re e appeared 
in other 
places. 
Orders 
wert- 
given bv 
the 
revolutionists 
to 
shoot 
only 
when 
th ere was good hope of bringing a m an 
down, but 
otherw ise to tire 
out the 
Troops until 1 dry lost patience. 
“ In the m e a n tim e 
in their houses 
the bulk of the population cowers in 
tile inmost recesses 
of kitchens and 
cellars, stricken with fear and tre m b ­ 
ling at every boom of the cannon or 
the explosion of a bomb. 
“ The most surprising thing of all is 
the loyalty of the troops, which n o b o d y 
h< re anticipated. 
“Talking with -an intelligent group 
of St. Petersburg revolutionists. I was 
informed that while they believed the 
strike would be victorious, they fully 
realized they were staking everything 
upon the issue and that failure would 
sot back their cause for several years. 
They said they were devoting their e f­ 
forts to shaking the foundations of 
Russian finance, in full confidence that 
once the 
existing regime 
was over­ 
thrown they could as quickly build a n ­ 
other and that foreign nations would 
be as ready to advance money to a 
democratic republic 
as to the autoc­ 
racy. 
They emphatically denied that 
th ey were inciting 
the peasantry to 
commit agrarian outrages, declaring 
th a t these outrages were the work of 
the- socialists, but they did not deny 
their advocacy of the distribution of 
the1 crown lands among the peasants. 
“ In conclusion they declare that in 
event of 
tin- failure of 
their cause, 
they would h ave recourse to te r r o r ­ 
ism, choosing their victims from all 
classes of society.” 


Post and Telegraph Employes at W a r ­ 
saw Return to Work.

processions. 
Persons who violate the order are sub 
jeet to imprisonment for three montns 
each and to a fine of $1,500. 
The railroad men have resolved to 
resume work unless their comrades in 
St. Petersburg should join the strikers.

Hannah E. Gordon while a resident of 
Wright county and to them was born 
six children, two daughters and four 
sons, one of the sons Melvin having died 
about a year ago. Toe children were 
all virtually raised in Brainerd and are 
all well known, two of the sons, Chas. A. 
Walker and Frank S. Walker, now be­ 
ing in business here. 
The deceased 
leaves beside the loving wifo the two- 
daughters and three sons. They are 
Mrs. M. B. Pullen, of Anoka, Chas.
